FOLLOW HIS LEAD 


WHY MARK ZUCKERBERG’S 
NEW YEAR’S CHALLENGE TO 
HIMSELF JUST MIGHT WORK 
By Jena McGregor | THE WASHINGTON PosT 
Facebook founder and CEO Mark Zucker- 
berg posted on his Facebook page Sunday 
that his personal goal for 2016 “is to build a 
simple AI to run my home and help me with 
my work,” he wrote. Comparing it to the 
digital butler who assists Tony Stark with his 
superhero life, Zuckerberg wrote, “you can 
think of it kind of like Jarvis in Iron Man.” 

He'll start by looking into existing technol- 
ogy, then teach it to use his voice to control 
his home, let in friends the system recognizes 
when they ring the doorbell, monitor his in- 
fant daughter’s room and see work-related 
data in virtual reality. “This should be a fun 
intellectual challenge to code this for myself,” 
he wrote. 

You know, just simple artificial intelligence. 


Simple stuff. Fun stuff. 

Zuckerberg’s ambitious “personal chal- 
lenge,” as he calls it, is an annual tradition for 
the Facebook wunderkind, who sets public 
goals for himself each year that range from 
the lofty to the quirky. Last year, he said he 
wanted to read a book every two weeks. 
Other goals have included learning to speak 
Mandarin (2010), only eating meat from ani- 
mals he’d personally killed (2011) and meeting 
someone new each day— in person, not on so- 
cial media (2013). 

Obviously, these aren’t the typical lose- 
weight or get-organized fodder that make up 
most resolutions. 

Knowing very little about artificial intelli- 
gence, I can’t predict just how probable Zuck- 
erberg’s challenge to himself really is. But if 
the technological possibility is indeed within 
reach, it seems likely he’ll reach it. 

That’s not just because he has massive 


resources to put toward it: Even after he said 
he’d donate 99 percent of his Facebook stock 
last month, Zuckerberg would still have some 
$450 million left over, given recent valuations. 
Nor is it simply due to his record of following 
through on past challenges. Zuckerberg gave 
a 20-minute speech in Mandarin at Tsinghua 
University in Beijing last fall and held a 30-min- 
ute Q&A the year before in the language— 
both described as mediocre but admirable at- 
tempts at the difficult language. 

Rather, it’s also because he makes his per- 
sonal challenges so public. No other CEO’s 
personal attempts at self-improvement garner 
as many headlines as Zuckerberg’s. That may 
be because of how few CEOs actually make 
such declarations public, how bold Zucker- 
berg’s goals tend to be or how much fascina- 
tion there is with the lives of Silicon Valley’s 
uber-elite. 

But it also likely works to Zuckerberg’s 


advantage. Research has shown that a per- 
son’s commitment to difficult goals is much 
higher when the goals are made public rather 
than kept private. As Wharton assistant pro- 
fessor Drew Carton recently said, regarding 
sticking to professional New Year’s resolu- 
tions, “we don’t like the ignominy that comes 
with other people knowing that we haven't 
met our goals.” 

For most of us, that shame would only 
come from the few people we'd told. In Zuck- 
erberg’s case, millions will know if he doesn’t 
reach it—or at least put forth a worthy effort. 
If Zuckerberg ends up coding a digital butler 
who can open the door of his home to Sheryl 
Sandberg or poke him if baby Max starts 
coughing during her nap—and especially if 
the Facebook chief doesn’t—we’re likely to 
hear about it. There are few greater fuels to- 
ward our goals than overt failure, and public 
accountability is a powerful force.

What’s the best way to 
handle holiday debt?

Piling on new debt now could be costly, 
though, if the Federal Reserve continues to 
hike interest rates this year (which in turn 
pushes up the rates on credit cards). 

So to help you get back into the black, 
consider these strategies. 

Look for zero-percent offers: Many credit 
card issuers offer a temporary zero-percent 
rate on balances that you transfer when you 
sign up for a new card. 

One of the best deals available now is the 
Chase Slate card, which has 15 months of 
zero-percent interest on balance transfers and 
no fees for transfers made within 60 days of 
opening the card, said Kali Geldis, editorial 
director at Credit.com, an online resource 
about credit. To qualify for the card, you need 
a strong credit rating, which generally means a 
score of 700 to 850. 

If you’re young and just building a credit 
history, you may have to shop around for 
other deals. 

Geldis said one card to consider is Capital 
One QuicksilverOne, which has a zero- 
percent rate through September on balance 
transfers. The catch: The card carries an 
annual $39 fee. 

“But if you make the most of those nine 
months of zero interest, it can be worth it,” 
Geldis said, noting that any additional pur- 
chases on the card earn 1.5 percent cash back. 

Request a lower interest rate: If you don’t 
want to switch credit cards, another option is 
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to ask your current issuer for a lower interest 
rate. 

“People with the best credit are always the 
most likely to get breaks from the banks,” said 
Matt Schulz, senior industry analyst at Credit- 
Cards.com, which lists credit card offers. But, 
he added, the credit card marketplace is very 
competitive, so you may have some negotiat- 
ing power. 

“If you're a 20-something with relatively 
low balances and a good history of paying on 
time, it’s definitely worth making that phone 
call,” he said. 

Go with a snowball or avalanche: Once 
you've secured the lowest interest rate for 
your outstanding balance, the next step is to 
figure out a strategy for paying off the debt. 

If you have multiple cards, you can pick 
between two options. 

With one, the “snowball” approach, you pay 
off cards with smallest balances first (while 
still making minimum payments on your 
other cards). In doing so, you may feel a sense 
of accomplishment and get the motivation 
you need to keep paying off your debt. 

With the second approach, the “avalanche,” 
you tackle the cards with the highest interest 
rate first (again, while making minimum pay- 
ments on other cards), helping you pay less 
interest over the long run. 

Both methods work well, although if you 
want to pay off your debt as quickly and 
inexpensively as possible, you should opt for 
the avalanche. 

And it’s always a good idea to pay more 
than the minimum on your cards, said Bonnie 
Sewell, a financial planner in Leesburg, Va. To 
do so, she suggested picking up temporary 
work, such as house sitting, dog walking or 
signing up for odd jobs on Upwork.com. 

What about cash you might have received 
for the holidays? 

“My strongest suggestion would be to bank 
it, so that you slow down your credit card 
purchases,” Sewell said.

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Drugs & rock’n’ roll: Helping addicted musicians

Former Stone Temple Pilots frontman Scott 
Weiland, who died in December from a toxic 
mix of drugs, including cocaine and MDA, 
was long one of rock’s highest-profile person- 
alities to struggle with 
addiction. 

For more than two 
decades, Weiland, 48, 
had been in and out 
of rehab, and his on- 
going substance abuse 
was cited as one of the 
reasons Stone Temple 
Pilots disbanded. He was found dead Dec. 3 
in Minnesota aboard a tour bus for his latest 
band, the Wildabouts. 

“We see it too often,” said Neil Portnow, 
president of the Recording Academy, which 
in 1989 established its MusiCares Founda- 
tion to provide a wide range of services to 
musicians in need. Through MusiCares’ MAP 
Fund, established in 2004, treatment pro- 
grams and sober living are accessible to those 
who wrestle with addiction.

Portnow notes that even though the medi- 
cal establishment has long identified addic- 
tion as a disease, one characteristic is that “it’s 
not infrequent that somebody who has this 
problem isn’t willing or able to acknowledge 
that they have a problem.” 

“A crucial part of the ability to treat this dis- 
ease, or any disease, is having a patient who 
comes to a place where they want to improve 
or treat the problem,” he said. 

MusiCares has been proactive in assisting 
musicians who do try to face their addiction, 
providing safe houses at major concert arenas 
and festivals and hosting 12-step meetings for 


those looking for extra support while on tour. 
“It’s not unusual for someone who has sub- 
stance problems that the toughest time for 
them, when they’re under the greatest pressure, 
is when they have to perform in front of people, 
emotionally expose themselves in that fashion. 
“We have terrific staff people on site who 
provide opportunities for people who are 
in recovery to meet and talk,” he said. “We 
know about 12-step programs [such as Alco- 
holics Anonymous} and how effective that is. 
We also have a network across the country of 
other music people in recovery who are will- 
ing to take a phone call any time of the day or 
night from a fellow musician who needs some 
help or just some words of encouragement.” 
Portnow said MusiCares recently reached 
two milestones during the latest fiscal year: 
“We've given out in excess of $4 million in aid, 
and we’ve done that over 4,000 clients.” 
Although MusiCares focuses on helping 
people within the music community, Portnow 
said the addiction issue is far broader in scope. 
“It’s pretty clear in our country that we have 
a significant issue with addiction that isn’t rele-

Bad news if you’re a Chicagoan committed 
to getting fit in 2016: Your city might not be 
much help. 

According to a study by WalletHub, Chi- 
cago ranks 64th among the most populated 
cities in the US. in terms of supporting an 
active lifestyle. 

The personal finance website’s analysts 


used 24 key metrics across two main catego- 
ries—Budget and Participation, and Sports 
Facilities and Outdoor Environment—to 
determine which cities were best suited to 
promote fitness. 

Scottsdale, Ariz., came out on top, fol- 
lowed by Orlando, Fla., and Tampa, Fla. 
Bringing up the rear were Laredo, Texas 
(No. 100); Irving, Texas (99); and Jersey City, 
NJ. (98). 

Chicago ranked in the Top to in only two 
of the site’s key metrics: Bike Score (sixth) 
and Walk Score (eighth). Another point of 


pride in terms of the study is that Chicago 
ranked roth in the number of baseball fields 
per capita. 

While Chicago is in the middle of the 
pack in most of WalletHub’s measurements, 
it seems that active people tend to live on 
the West Coast. 

The highest percentage of people 
who live an active lifestyle can be found 
in Portland, Ore., and Seattle, while 
five California cities were tied for third.

and the success of the blog led to a weekly 
Facebook video last year. 

There was never any possibility of using an- 
other beverage (“I hate tequila, so I won't do 
Tequila Tuesday”), but “I don’t like particular- 
ly like wine either,” he said. (He told the New 
York Times last month that some fans get up- 
set when they spot him ordering beer.) Wine 
is strong enough to get him into character, but 
not enough to knock him flat, he said. He re- 
ally is getting drunk in those videos, though. 

“Whine About It” films on Monday after- 
noons, so Bellassai still needs to get through 
the rest of the day. His 35-episode run of day- 
drinking does have its perks: “I think people 
expect me to be more not-together after- 
wards, and I don’t know if this is a good thing, 


but I am now quite able to function after 
drinking a full bottle of wine.” 

Bellassai solicits topics to target from his 
co-workers, and a director does the actual 
filming. Beyond that, “Whine About It” is a 
one-man show. He has total creative leverage 
on subject matter, a risk that has opened up 
some real comedy. One video posted in July 
excoriated kids. “I was worried about that 
one, because I was like, ‘Oh my God, parents 
are going to hate this, they're going to feel 
like I’m attacking their children,’ ” he said. “It 
ended up being super popular, because it turns 
out parents hate their children.” 

For all the humor of his work, Bellassai thinks 
seriously about the implications of his success 
and what it took to get there. “I feel like the 
mechanics of Internet fame are more like you 
move super fast and it’s super cheap and you 
make things very quickly and people will for- 
get about you very quickly, unless you play your 
cards right and put energy into making it a good 
thing that can have legs beyond the immediate 
moment,” he said. “Whine About It” won't play 
it safe format-wise as it continues: Bellassai 
wants to explore new segments, like ventures 
away from his desk into the city, celebrity guests 
(“Zac Efron could come on ‘Whine About It,’ I 
would love that”) and even live events. 

He gives BuzzFeed a lot of credit for tak- 
ing a chance on him—and discouraging his 
tendency toward perfectionism. “I don’t have 
to be afraid that if one of my videos totally 
flops, that I’m going to walk in the next day 
and someone’s going to be like, ‘Listen, Matt, 
it’s not going to work out. You have to leave,’” 
he said. “I can feel confident in experimenting 
and being a little crazy and doing something a 
little on the edge. If it works out, great, we do

more of that, and if it doesn’t, nobody’s hurt, 
it’s fine, we move on from it, we learn from it. 
That whole system really helps to create the 
success that we've created.” 

It’s an attitude he urges creators every- 
where to embrace, particularly with the many 
online ecosystems available to distribute their 
work. “I feel like now is the time where it 
costs so little to just put yourself out there,” 
he said. “You shouldn't be afraid to take that 
first tiny little step and see how people like it 
and learn from it.” 

Bellassai also thinks we could stand to 
shake off some anxieties about the Internet 
itself. “The fear, I think, for our generation 
now is like, ‘Oh, if I put something out there, 
that’s just going to be on the Internet forever.’ 
There’s so much stuff. It doesn’t matter. No 
one’s going to find that super old thing you 
did, and if they do find it, hopefully it’s like, 
whatever, you learned from that and you're 
better. So just keep putting stuff out there.” 

Despite growing up southwest of Chicago 
in Alsip and living in Evanston, Bellassai la- 
ments that he never participated in the Chica- 
go comedy scene, beyond seeing shows. That’s 
not all he misses: “Chicago is much cleaner 
and nicer than New York City.” It’s also a bet- 
ter city for eating. “I’m a big defender of deep- 
dish as a cuisine,” he said. “It’s disgusting how 
good it is, because it’s literally just pure butter.” 

His next stop, for the moment, is Los An- 
geles, for the 2016 People’s Choice Awards 
ceremony Wednesday night. Could it be a dry 
run for a Northwestern commencement ad- 
dress? If he wins, will he even be sober for an 
acceptance speech? “Probably not,” he said, 
laughing. “I hope not!”

Unless you were glued to “The Bachelor” 
and unable to process anything else (just ad- 
mit it), you probably saw that the Coachella 
lineup arrived Monday night.
